Edmonton dty councillors green 
Jit much-needed funding ‘hr city 
festivals Monday, after cash- 
strapped organizations admit¬ 
ted losses are piling up to the 
point of unsustainability. 

Council approved $20*0,000 
in rebates for festival oignnizers 
in 2016. as the city mulls a new 
funding model to keep organ¬ 
izers afloat. 

“This is awesome " said Herit¬ 
age festival Executive Director 
Jim Gibbons. I can't ask for more 
from the city." 

Gibbons told council the or¬ 
ganization lost $85,000 this year. 
That 1 s actually an improvement 
over last year, when the three-day 
festival In Hawrelak Park came 


up S1S9.000 short. 

“It's pretty unsustainable" he 
said. "Lots of the costs are from 
hiring city staff, like policed 

like Heritage, other city festi¬ 
vals are dealing with increasing 
costs, according to Paul Lucas, a 
genenil manager with Taste of Ed¬ 
monton and spokesperson tor the 
Edmonton Estival Consortium. 

“Times are changing and es¬ 
calating costs are alar ming,* he 
said. “In some cases, festivals 
are paying for city services, 120 
per cent more than the operat¬ 
ing grant" 

lust year 2.8 million people at¬ 
tended 24 festivals in Edmonton, 
and there were 233 event days. 

But Adam Mitchell, executive 
director of Fringe Theatre Adven¬ 
tures. said raising ticket prices 
isn't the answer. “We've already 
increased vendor rates and ticket 
prices, and the costs keep going 
up,“ he said. “It’s a struggle. It's 
a struggle for everybody." 

Council will need to approve 
2017-18 rebates in its next 
budget, and they expect to have 
a long-term solution in the next 
two to three years. 
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Thanks a million.

The creator of the Freezewav, 
the urban skating path that has 
garnered Edmonton internation¬ 
al attention, says city officials 
have “steamrolled 1 * him out of 
the very project he envisioned. 

Matt Gibbs says after design¬ 
ing the original concept, which 
won top prize in the COLD- 
SCAPES International Urban 
Design competition in 2013, 
he poured thousands of dol¬ 
lars and hundreds of volunteer 
hours into the pilot project in 
Victoria Park last year, only to 
be jettisoned last month. 

"It was not even, "Thank you 
for your effort," it was "Thank 
you. please leave,’*’ Gibbs said 
Monday, from Vancouver. 

The city announced Monday 
a slightly bigger ice path will be 
back in Victoria Park this winter, 
but under a different name: the 
IceWay. The reason? Depends on 
who you ask. 

City spokesperson Gayleen 
Ernese says some people last 


year associated the name with 
Gibbs' original proposal, a net¬ 
work of skating paths through 
downtown. 

“People were confused be¬ 
cause they heard about the 
Freeseway initially as this skate- 
to-work concept and this is a dif¬ 
ferent application of this idea, 
so we thought it'd be better to 
go with a different name and 
people will be clearer, 1 * Freese 
said. 

But Gibbs said the city treated 


him "appallingly" for months by 
not answering; his emails and 
continuing to use his artwork 
without credit. Then, he said, 
they told him his help wouldn't 
be needed. 

He says in response he told 
them they couldn't use the 
Freezeway name. 

“J have a right to defend my 
intellectual property which is 
the idea they're moving forward 
with,** he said. 

Roger Jevne, branch manager 


of community and recreation 
facilities for the city, disagrees. 

"The idea of a linear pathway 
isn't unique, they exist in parks 
all over North America," he said. 

'"It'll be very similar to last 
year, but {we're) just looking 
at rerunning it.** 

Gibbs says the city origin¬ 
ally approached him about de¬ 
veloping the Freezeway. 

Although last year’s pilot —a 
400-metre trail in a figure eight 
— was nowhere near what he'd

originally proposed, he says he 
was eager to help. 

Gibbs created artwork for the 
city to use, arranged the light 
installations and flew between 
Vancouver and Edmonton sever¬ 
al times for meetings and media 
events — all out of pocket. 

“J wanted to share my gifts 
with the City of Edmonton, my 
hometown [and] this was a pro¬ 
ject of passion I was devoting 
my heart to, and T thought I'd at 
least be graced with the oppor¬ 
tunity to stay involved," be said. 

The city has used the artwork 
he created to advertise the pro¬ 
ject. He points out the Freeze- 
way garnered the city pos itive 
headlines. 

I'm really grateful that I was 
able to inspire this idea and 
bring it forward to the public,*' 
he said. "But to see the city 
operat e as such bullies is mind 
blowing" 

Jevne said that wasn’t the 
city's intention. 

“We feel bad for Mr. Gibbs — 
this is not an attempt to freeze 
him out."

The old Mad wan West Gun pus 
could soon be borne to a public 
market, performance studio or 
a place for kids to play. 

That's just a snippet of what 
passible renters are thinking, 
as more than 70 groups have 
expressed interest in the city- 
owned building, left vacant when 
Ma.cE wan University consolidated 
its campus downtown. 

Councillors voted to pursue 
the next steps to identify 1 poten¬ 
tial tenants.

in the city, so for this thing to 
crop up was shocking.” 

Alt-right website northern- 
dawn ,ca and YouTube chan¬ 
nels by Stefan Molyneux and 
Black Eigecm Speaks appeared 
on the posters. 

Black Pigeon Speaks and 
Molyneaux's content is con¬ 
nected to the alt-right, a move- 
ment that can be linked to 
white nationalism, anti-im¬ 
migration. pro-Donald Trump 


and anti-political correctness. 

Metro has requested com¬ 
ment from such groups, but 
hasn't yet heard back. 

Even though Edmonds 
hasn't experienced racism in 
the city, there have been three 
high-profile racist incidents. 
They include anti-Sikh posters 
at the University of Alberta, 
and the caught-on-tape alterca¬ 
tions involving Jesse Lipscombe 
and Bashir Mohamed. 

.Alt-right posters have also 
appeared in Toronto and, since 
U.S. President-elect Trump’s 
win, there has been a barrage 
of crimes agains t people of col¬ 
our in the United States. 

Edmonds said he left the 
posters up — with his own 
comments — as a sign of soli¬ 
darity with people of colour. 

“1 hope people know that 
these ideas aren't welcome in 
Edmonton, or anywhere.” he 
said. “I'd love people to contrib¬ 
ute their own thoughts on the 
posters because 1 think there's 
a lot of strength in numbers." 

Love trumps hate, he added. 

“If there's an overwhelming 
response of love for people 
of colour. I think that speaks 
more loudly than a couple of 
posters can."

Province 
backs coal 
phase-out 

Alberta's environment minis¬ 
ter says a federal plan to phase 
out coal-fined electricity helps 
validate the province's own 
goal and demonstrates there's 
no going back. 

Shannon Phillips was re¬ 
sponding to the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment's intention to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions by 
five megatonnes by 2030. 

Federal Environment Minis¬ 
ter Catherine McKenna says the 
goal is to make sure 90 per cent 
of Canada's electricity comes 
from sustainable sources — up 
from SO per cent now. 

Alberta is moving toward 
phasing out coal-fired electri¬ 
city and replacing it with re¬ 
newable energy such as wind, 
solar and hydro. That transi¬ 
tion is already underway and 
Phillips says that will ensure 
Alberta's interests are served. 

Under the federal plan, prov¬ 
inces can choose to phase out 
coal entirely and replace it with 
lower-emitting sources — as 
.Alberta is doing — or they can 
use carbon capture and stor¬ 
age technology, McKenna said. 
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Child-welfare debate heats up legislature

Emotions ran high at the Alberta 
legislature Monday afternoon 
after the Wildrose opposition 
sparked an emergency debate 
on the province's child welfare 
program. 

The Wildrose called for the 
debate in response to reports the 
Office of the Child and Youth Ad¬ 
vocate released last week Focus¬ 


ing on the deaths of two young 
children in care — specifically 
a four-year-old named Serenity 
who died in 2014 while being 
cared for by relatives, after she 
was moved from a foster home. 

“This is getting out of hand. 
We need to fix this, 'fhat’s not 
my political (sic) speaking, I'm 
really pissed off as a human be¬ 
ing," Wildrose Shadow Hitman 
Services Minister Angela Pitt told 
Metro before tabling the motion. 

A statement from the WU- 
drose Party says the reports show 


“systemic problems" with the 
kinship care placement program 
that led to Serenity's death in 
September 2014. when she ar¬ 
rived at a central Alberta hospi¬ 
tal severely bruised and under¬ 
weight, with signs of sexual 
abuse. 

It also states the kinship care 
program failed to screen proper¬ 
ly, hilled with training or inspec¬ 
tion in homes and that Serenity' s 
caretakers did not go through 
background checks or the sug¬ 
gested voluntary training. 


Pitt acknowledged these 
events happened "under the PC 
watch." but said the recommen¬ 
dations musl be implemented 
immediately. 

“This isn L t being addressed. 
There’s no processes we’ve heard 
about, there's nothing that's be¬ 
ing changed.” Pitt said. 

Alberta MLAs across parties 
got emotional, often shouting 
during the debate. 

The girl’s death is under crim¬ 
inal investigation but charges 
haw not been Laid.

rijuana industry. 

Currently, the 
company uses 
microwaves For 
natural product 
extraction For 
various industries, including 
pharmaceuticals, nutritional 
supplements, food and bever¬ 
age, cosmetics and tobacco. 

JFthe company secures the 
license, it hopes to use the same 
technology to extract cannabin- 
oids — a marijuana extract that 
gives users the sensation of be¬ 
ing “high" — to meet changing 


government regulations and for 
quality control. 

Kadient specializes in produ¬ 
cing extracts from natural ma¬ 
terial and can benefit licensed 
medical marijuana producers, 
said CEO Denis iaschuk. 

“The real challenge for the 
industry going forward is seal- 
ability" he said.

With die pending legalization 
of marijuana in 2017, demand 
for higher-quality product is only 
going to increase, he said.

With their 
one-of-a-kind 
technology, 
faschuk said, 
Kadient will 
also be able to 
help producers 
and physicians 
regulate dosage 
through the extraction process.

Former banker accused of

An Edmonton man allegedly 
defrauded his former employer 
of more than $3 million, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

A 61 -year-old man is facing 
several charges in relation to 
the fraud, which police say oc¬ 
curred between 2004 and 2008 
at an Edmonton branch of HiEC 
hank Canada. 

Investigators believe a man 


who goes by Theodore, Ted or 
Franklin Glade “engaged in a 
range of methods" to divert the 
money into accounts controlled 
by himself and his former life 
partner* Edmund Leonardo. Ed¬ 
monton police said in a state¬ 
ment Monday. 

Investigators from the eco¬ 
nomic crimes unit combed 
through more than 10,000 pages 
of documents prior laying the 
charges, said police spokesman 
Scott Tattison. 

“It's certainly a significant 


fraud investigation and a lot of 
work went into it." 

Glade is from Edmonton, Pat- 
tison said, and was formerly an 
accounts manager at the branch 
who “dealt with a number of 
loan applications."

A Nova Scotia woman leading a 
proposed class action lawsuit is 
hoping to “incite some change'" 
after speaking up with personal 
and graphic allegations- of mis¬ 
ogyny, sexual harassment and 
assault in the Canadian Armed 
forces |CAF)l 

A statement of claim against 
the federal government was filed 
Monday with the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court by Halifax-based 
lawyer Ray Wagner, saying the 
Attorney General of Canada is 
vicariously liable for the alleged 
misconduct. 

"It almost feels like it's the 
norm for the military and that's 
not right. It has to change," 
Glynis Rogers, lead plaintiff and 
former CAP member, said in an 
interview Monday. 

Rogers, from Yarmouth, is the 
only plaintiff now but if die case 


proceeds the class could include 
any women who claim similar 
treatment. 

After enrolling as officer in the 
CAF out of high school in 2006, 
Rogers attended the Royal Mil¬ 
itary College (RMQ i n Kingston, 
Ont The allegations happened 
in her time at RMC, the claim 
reads, job training in Green¬ 
wood, N.S., and at Cf'R Borden 
in Ontario when Rogers was in 
the aerospace engineer officer 
basic course. 

The suit alleges Rogers en¬ 
countered persistent and system¬ 
ic gender-based discrimination, 
bullying and harassment from 
male members, especial ly dur¬ 
ing training. 

Specific allegations range 
from oftensive comments, in¬ 
cluding Rogers being called a 
slut on “numerous occasions, 1 " 
being skipped on her behind by 
a superior and having her intel¬ 
ligence regularly questioned, to

a sexual assault in February 2012 
when she was at CFB liorden. 

The claim says Rogers even¬ 
tually reported the incident and 
the male member was found 
guilty, but he Eater appealed and 
was acquitted. 

“It's more the military culture, 
this misogynistic culture that 
causes these issues. Most women 
] d assume would have at least 
some similar experiences, 1 * Rog¬ 
ers said. “It's almost ingrained.* 

Although Rogers said having 
such persona] details on the pub¬ 
lic record makes her feel “a lit tle 
vulnerable," she feels it's vital 
to follow through with the suit . 

"No matter what the outcome, 
if the military sees that this is 
a serious issue, that is my main 
goat" 

It's tough for women in the 
CAF to speak up about any ha¬ 
rassment. Rogers said, since they 
often feel like they won't be 
believed. 

Rogers said the current poli¬ 
cies aren't working - “Operation 
Honour,* intended to address 
sexual harassment, is widely 
known in the military as “Hop 
On Her H 

A spokesperson confirmed 
the CAR had been served with 
the Lawsuit, and said the govern¬ 
ment ls deciding its "next steps."

A backpack designed specifically 
far the homeless and already 
distributed to 25.000 people in 
the United States is heading to 
Vancouver. 

A Chicago charity called 
CityPak and Wolfe Auto Group, 
a vehicle dealership based in 
Surrey, have partnered to dis¬ 
tribute a total of 750 backpacks 
in Vancouver and Surrey. 

“It's made of ballistic nylon, 
it’s very, very weather resistant." 
said Ron Kaplan, the founder 
of CityPak. The backpack is de¬ 
signed to be rain and theft-re¬ 
sistant, with a strap that can be 
worn around the mist or ankle, 
and loud Velcro closures that 
would alert the wearer to an at¬ 
tempted theft. 

It also has a waterproof pouch 
for important identification docu¬ 
ments, straps on the bottom to 
hold a blanket or sleeping bag.

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Trump to kill 
off trade deal

President¬ 
elect vows to 
take executive 
action on day t 



President-elect Donald Trump 
has pledged to begin the pro¬ 
cess of withdrawing from the 
Trans-Pacific Trade Partnership 
on his first day in o ffice. 

In a video released on You¬ 
Tube Monday. Trump attacked 
the 12-nation pact* which is 
aimed at removing barriers 
to trade and is awaiting rati¬ 
fication after seven years of 
negotiations, promising to re¬ 
place it with a series of indi¬ 
vidual deals. 

It will be part of a series of 
"executive actions we can take 
on day one," the incoming U.S. 
president said. 

He said he will “ issue a noti¬ 
fication of intent to withdraw 
from the Trans-Pacific Trade 
Partnership, a potential disas¬ 
ter for our country.” 

He continued: “instead, we

JAPAN 

Fukushima on alert after powerful quake 


A powerful earthquake off the 
northeast Japanese shore lues- 
day sent residents fleeing to 
higher ground and prompted 
worries Eibout the Fukushima 
nuclear power plant destroyed 
by a tsunam i five year ago. 

Lines of cars were seen snak¬ 
ing away from the coast in the 
pre-dawn hours after authorities 
issued a tsunami warning and 
urged residents to seek higher 


ground immediately. 'The warn¬ 
ing was lifted nearly four hours 
later. 

The magnirade-7.4 earthquake 
struck in the same region that 
was devastated by a tsunami in 
2011. killing some 18.000 people. 

There were reports of minor 
injuries and damage, Japanese 
broadcaster IN HK said. The earth¬ 
quake shook buildings in Tokyo, 
2-10 kilometres southwest of the 


epicentre. 

NHK also showed one per¬ 
son's video of water rushing up 
a river or canal, but well within 
the height of the embankment. 
It was eerily reminiscent of the 
2011 disaster, when much huger 
tsunamis rushed up rivers and 
overflowed, wiping away entire 
neighbourhoods. 

On Tuesday, tsunami waves 
were recorded along the coast. 


The highest one was 1,4 metres 
in Sendai Bay. A tsunami advis¬ 
ory for waves of up to one meLre 
remained in effect along the 
coast. 

The operator of the Tuku- 
shima Dai-ichi plant said there 
were no abnormalities observed 
at the plant, though a swelling 
of the tide of up to one metre 
was detected offshore.

Google sees 
city as ‘super- 
cluster’ of 
knowledge 

Artificial intelligence, once rel¬ 
egated to the realm of science 
fiction, is now found in every¬ 
thing from transliilian services to 
virtual assistants to video games. 

And as companies race to de¬ 
velop self-driving cars and offer 
increasingly personalized on¬ 
line experiences, they’re build¬ 
ing on research that was largely 
pioneered by a group of Can¬ 
adian research¬ 
ers who are still 
attracting plenty 
ofEittenrion and 
investment dol¬ 
lars. 

Montreal, in 
particular, has 
developed a 
concentration 
of expert ise in 
the area of Al, 
largely thanks 
to the efforts of Universite de 
Montreal professor Yoshua Een- 
gio, head of the Montreal Insti¬ 


tute for Learning Algorithms 
| MILA). “(Al| will affect pretty 
much every' economic sector; 
right now is just the tip of the 
iceberg." Bengio said. 

"One of the things we are go¬ 
ing to see more of is how these 
technologies affect how we inter¬ 
act with computers." 

As a result of its research. 
Bengio says the institute has at¬ 
tracted interest from "most of 
the major IT companies,” some 
of which have also provided 
funding. 

Now, tech giant Google is 
jumping in. investing 54.5 mil¬ 
lion over three years to support 
the institute's research, as well 
as opening an AI research group 
at its Montreal of¬ 
fice. 

This comes 
on the heels of 
the Canadian 
government an- 
nounting an 
investment of 
more than 5200 
million in three 
Montreal univer¬ 
sities — includ¬ 
ing Bengto's — to 
create a learning hub to explore 
artificial intelligence and big 
data. 


Shibl Mourad, the head of en¬ 
gineering for Google's Montreal 
office, rays the company hopes to 
help turn the city into a “super- 
cl Lister" of Al knowledge that will 
attract corporate investors, bur¬ 
geoning startups turd researchers, 
He said much of the credit: 
goes to BengioEind his colleagues, 
whose research over the Last dec¬ 


ade has put the city ahead of its 
competitors. 

"Their contribution was fbun- 
dational,’’ he said. 

Had these researchers not in¬ 
vested that decade of their lives, 
"we would not be where we are." 
Mourad said. 

The lab Bengio leads - is one 
of the largest in the world dedi¬ 


cated to studying Deep T eaming , 
one of the underpinnings of AL 
Over the past decade, they 
learned that by layering several 
“neural networks" that mimic 
how the brain works, computer 
programs couId "learn’ 1 to solve 
complex problems on their own 
instead of needing to be pro¬ 
gram med step-by-step. 


By analyzing a large num¬ 
ber of examples, the program 
could eventually leam to iden¬ 
tify patterns — such recognizing 
objects in photos or language 
patterns. 

This fundEtmental research 
has led to breakthroughs in 
translation programs, pen. on Ed 
assistance, “smart" cameras and 
self-driving cars , among others, 
Bengio says. 

“At some point you'll just 
l;ilk to computers and they'll 
understand what you want and 
what you need." he said. 

Bengio says AI know-ledge 
also has broad applications in 
the medical field, and could 
be used to help doctors read 
scans, research Emd diagnose 
condition^ or sift through the 
massive amount of informa¬ 
tion contained in the hunum 
genome. 

In the short tenn, he's hoping 
the new investments will help 
Montreal "capitalize on its ad¬ 
vance" by attracting corpora¬ 
tions and startups to set up in 
the city — hopefully reversing 
the brain drain that has seen 
many of the brightest research¬ 
ers leave to find employment 
elsew r here.

For proof of our own ex¬ 
treme cognitive dissonunce, a 
hundred year's post-Downton, 
look no (briber than the del¬ 
uge of doomsday predictions 
arid anxious monologues that 
continue to dominate our 
social-media news feeds day in 


of Dortald Trump s improb¬ 
able victoiy and the piqued 
conservative reaction to liberal 
anguish about that victory. 

But even more the result of 
the very revolutionary online 
media we've had to navigate, 
an innovation as problematic 
as. yes, the radio once was. 

In fact the online universe 
is also instrumental in another 
development that might be 
even more troubling; This 
is the growing charge that 
phoney and fabricated news 
s Lories, consumed and shared 
en masse on Facebook, have 
begun to take a fat greater role 
in deciding our elections and 
shaping our democracies than 
[he legacy media institutions 
that ruled the 2Uth century. 

In other words, Goodbye 
New York Times, Hello The 
My Currant, Breitbart and 
Clickbole. Today, nearly half 


of American adults get their 
news from Facebook, and a lot 
of that news, unknown to the 
people sharing it, originates 
from media sources that are 
not merely biased but often 
satirical, hyper-partisan and 
deliberately misleading. 

If you don’t think this is a 
problem, you cither aren’t on 
Facebook or you’re a spokes¬ 


person for it. 

Facebook, predictably, 
tried its very best this week to 
deny that it had an outsized 
influence on the U-S. election. 
According to a spokesperson 
from the social network. In a 
written statement to the To¬ 
ronto Star, “While Facebook 
played a part in this election, 
it was just one of many ways 
people received their informa¬ 
tion — and was one of the 
many ways people connected 
with their leaders, engaged 
in the political process and 
shared their views,' 7 

In Facebook's defence, there 
are people around who still 
read print newspapers and lis¬ 
ten to the radio, hut this group 
(much like the lords and ladies 
of Downton Abbey in 1916) 
is a quickly dying breed. Ac¬ 
cording to the American Press 
Institute, “Fully per cent of 
MiUemitals get news from Fa¬ 


cebook regularly, for instance, 
and more than half of them do 
so daily” 

Given those statistics, here's 
hoping that they (i.e, we) take 
to heart the advice of Melissa 
Zimdars, a Massachusetts col¬ 
lege professor, who recently 
compiled a list of phoney and 
misleading news sites that 
peddle half truths, untruths 
and screaming headlines writ¬ 
ten. specifically to get our goat. 

If an online news story 
"makes you REALLY ANGRY” 
writes Zimdars in a Google 
Document she's made avail¬ 
able to the general public, “it’s 
probably a good idea to keep 
reading about the topic via 
other sources to make sure the 
story you read wasn’t purpose¬ 
fully trying to make you angry 
(with potentially misleading 
or false information] in order 
to generate shares and ad rev¬ 
enue.” 

Amen. We have a duty to 
ourselves, to our democracies 
and to future generations to 
brush up on our media literacy 
skitls. And we have a duty not 
to scoff at new media, as Lord 
Grantham and Mr. Carson 
scoff at the radio, or to kow¬ 
tow to it (as they eventually 
do), but to use it subversively, 
with a healthy dose of skepti¬ 
cism. and to use it to share 
information responsibly. 

This is nothing more than 
paving it forward. Before we 
know it, our great grandchil¬ 
dren will be escaping the 
madness of their own day 
| ahem, climate change) to in¬ 
dulge in TV dramas about the 
early 21st century, a time and 
place when their ancestors at¬ 
tempted something called “the 
mannequin challenge” and 
swallowed wholesale phoney 
news stories about the end of 
the world. Let's try not to give 
them too much material to 
roll their eyes at.

Green space key to 
community growth 


Many residents living the new 
highrise buildings downtown 
currently have a spectacular 
view — of the city's over¬ 
whelming amount of surface 
parking, that is. 

I'm one of them, Every day 
1 wake up to a view of a grey 
lot, and the occasional rattle of 
a stray shopping cart. 

When we develop green¬ 
field lots, which become our 
future suburbs, it's normal 
to create and even necessi¬ 
tate green zones for them. 
Residents there have come to 
expect back porches that look 
out on ponds mid green fields. 

Meanwhile, downtown 
residents (who cost the city a 
whole lot less) have been ex¬ 
pected to put up with fewer 
parks and more parking lots. 

They live among the office 
towers, after all, and heaven 
forbid commuters from out¬ 
side the core walk more than a 
block or two to get to work. 

Well, enough of that In or¬ 
der to grow community, down¬ 
town must grow vegetation. 

So it's definitely welcome 
news that there's a report 
heading to the Urban Planning 
Committee Wednesday that 
proposes a new downtown 
park, It'll be located around 
106 Street and 102 Avenue, 

Currently this area is just 
swaths of surface parking. 

“This really makes my year 
because this is something 
we've been really advocat¬ 
ing for a long lime,'" Chris 
Buyze, president of the Down¬ 
town Edmonton Community 
League, told Metro List week. 

He has been pushing for a 
new park downtown for five 
years. 


“For people living in high- 
rises. parks really become liv¬ 
ing rooms, 11 Buyze added. 

We downtown dwellers 
don't have the benefit of a 
backyard, and during the 
summer it's nice to have a 
public space where people can 
stretch out and read books, 
play Frisbee, and walk their 
dpgs, 

The report says that current 
negotiations with the owners 
Of these lots have not been 
fruitful and it recommends 
the ciLy expropriate the land 
under the Expropriation Act 
if no other resolutions can be 
made. 

When parks are created 
downtown they are often on 
private land, like the Melcor 
Park, which Occupy Edmon¬ 
ton look over a few years ago, 
or Frank Oliver Park, which is 
now for sale, 

Places like the city's Michael 
Phair parklel are wonderful 
little additions, but now lhal 
the downtown, building height 
restrictions have been lifted, 
developers are planning sky¬ 
scrapers that will block out the 
sun to them. 

Like many who walk 
around m the downtown, core, 

1 have come to despise the 
plethora of surface parking 
lots. It creates a cold and iso¬ 
lating feeling when you walk 
through block after block of 
cement. 

And for a woman, these 
dimly lit areas do not feel safe,

Hold the lines: 
millennials are 
turning to Botox 
earlier than ever 

Some millennials keen on 
preserving their youth are turn¬ 
ing to Botox to smooth away 
hints of creases on their faces 
before they become pronounced. 

A recent survey of American 
Academy of facial Plastic and Re¬ 
constructive Surgery members re¬ 
pented a singe in patients under 
30 getting “preventative Botox." 

And it appears to be a broader 
trend. Toronto-based cosmetic 
plastic surgeon Coxy Totgerson 
whose practice focuses on the 
face and neck said he's “defin¬ 
itely seeing” it. 

'The (millennials) are cued 
in to preventative maintenance 
and are engaging in injectable 
cosmetic procedures mote com¬ 
monly in their 20s and 30s.' F said 
ibigeison. 

In the U.£. survey, 64 per cent 
of members reported an increase 
in millennial patients getting in¬ 
jectable treatments or cosmetic 


surgery. The American! Society 
for Aesthetic Plastic Surgery- re¬ 
ported that Botox treatments 
for people between the ages of 
19 to 34 shot up by 41 per cent 
between 2011 and 2015. The 
trend doesn't surprise Candace 
Shaw, a Toronto-based feminist 
and cultural commentator. 

“We have such an image driv¬ 
en culture, so 1 can see why a 
lot of people, especially people 
who grew Lip in a culture where 
we have the Internet, we have 
Facebook, we have Instagram, 
are responding by saying, 'well, 
I want to look my best and in 
this culture my best is not hav¬ 
ing wrinkles,' r " she said. 

Gina Bourne, a 31 -year-old 
OCAD student who also works 
as an executive assistant, started 
getting Botox when she was 29. 

“(At the time) nobody 3 knew 
was doing it." she said. “I had 
these lines between my eyebrows 
and on my forehead and J just 
had been feeling like 1 was look¬ 
ing a little tired for a while.” 

Bourne did some research and 
found Botox, one of three prod¬ 
ucts that stop muscles from con¬ 
tracting, pulling on the skin and 
creating wrinkles, was preventa¬ 
tive, so she kept the treatments 


up. She thinks she'll do it for the 
rest of her life, she said, barring 
any advancements. 

“1 definitely feel that it's had 
a good result forme," she said. It 
feels smoothed out, said Bourne, 
adding she doesn't look tired and 
doesn't worry about going out 
without makeup on." 

Dr Sean Rice, a Toronto-based 
plastic and cosmetic surgeon, 
said many of his clients come 
in when they are “starting to 
see (wrinkles) and it's kind of 
freaking them out," he said, add¬ 
ing they use it as a prophylactic 
measure to “avoid getting wrin¬ 
kles down the road" 

It's not just the pre-creased 
millennial women w r ho are 
smoothing the developing lines. 
Young men do too. Totgerson es¬ 
timates about 25 per cent of his 
millennial-age clients are men. 

Bart of that is the greater pres¬ 
sure on women to look young. 

“On the one hand it’s a shame 
that people feel the pressure to 
take fairly invasive medical steps 
to avoid aging," said Shaw. 

"But on the other hand I have 
to say, you know, 1 can’t judge an 
individual for making a choice 
for what to do with t heir body.”

Female genital procedures on the rise 


Kristin Jones endured a “horrific” 
delivery when her daughter was 
bom five years agp. It ended with 
an episiotomy—a surgical cut to 
enlarge the vaginal area — that 
led to stitches and an infection. 
Afterwards, she had no sensation 
in her bladder. 

Despite attending physiother¬ 
apy sessions to strengthen her 
pelvic floor. Jones recalls once 
standing up and feeling a gush 
of fluid. She began sobbing in 
front of her husband, mortified 
by the experience. 

“Changing your daughter's 
diapers is fine, but do you want 


to change your wife's diapers 
too?” the 3’4-year-old Ayr, Out, 
teacher says, reflecli ng on the 
incident. "Your dignity is gone.” 

Eventually, sensation in her 
bladder returned and, with a lot 
of physiotherapy, some control 
returned as well. But after her 
second child was born. Jones' 
bladder problems came back 
with a vengeance. Coughing, 
sneezing, laughing, running — 
anything might cause a leak. 

Living in constant fear of a 
bladder mishap, she went to a 
urogynocologist in Toronto, who 
told her she could have an GHIF- 


oovered procedure involving a 
mesh implant or try a pricey 
vaginal laser therapy treatment 
called Incondlase that's not cov¬ 
ered by CHIP but could, poten¬ 
tially, helpjones' leakage issues. 

While female genital proced¬ 
ures have been on the rise in 
recent years, what's most often 
discussed are the cosmetic rea¬ 
sons — women wanting to trim 
the lips of their labia or Deduce 
the side of their clitoraJ hood, 
for instance. Research studies 
and data show female genital 
surgery, for both cosmetic and 
medical reasons, is on the rise 
around the world 

The increasing number of fe¬ 
male genital cosmetic surgery 
procedures available to Canadian 
women also include diforal hood 
size reduction, perineoplasty, 
vaginoplasty, hymenoplasty, and 
G-spot augmentation —proced¬ 
ures which typically cost any¬ 
where from $3.QQD to more titan 
S6,50O. 

More broadly, women coming 
in for female genital procedures 
are sometimes seeking treatment 
for urinary incontinence or laxity 
of the vaginal canal after child¬ 
birth, which could be hindering 
their sex life or making the re¬ 
gion uncomfortable. Brown says. 

In Jones' case, she opted for 
the IncontiLase procedure, and 
says the roughly £2.500 cost was 
money well spent since the ex¬ 
perience was largely pain-free.

“I think that alone makes it so 
much better than having a sur¬ 
gical procedure where you have 
stitches and you're recovering for 
six weeks." Jones says. 

For Jones, the laser procedure 
has since been helpful in improv- 
ing her bladder function, but 
she questions why it's not yet 
covered by OH IT. 

"If you're having a breast re¬ 
duction for cosmetic reasons, you 
pay for it, but if it 's for medical 
reasons —OH IF pays for it. This 
is for quality of life, and I'm pay¬ 
ing for it out of pocket," she says. 

Her bladder function post- 
procedure isn't “perfect,'" she 
says, but a marked improvement, 
and she no longer has to worry 
about kmghs or sneezes. 

“J feel like I’m on the way to 
getting my life back," she says.

Hughes caps 
wire-to-wire 
victory with 
unlikely iinish 

Mackenzie Hughes figured he 
was dawn to his List chance to 
stay alive in a four-man playoff 
Monday morning in the RSM 
Classic. 

The Canadian rookie with 
pluck and a pure 
putting stroke 
poured in an 18- 
foot par putt from 
offthe 17th green at 
Sea Island, and that 
last chance turned 
into his first PGA 
lour victory when 
the other three 
players all missed from 10 feet 
or closer. 

“1 made the putt of my life 
right there," Hughes said. 

Hughes, from Dundas, Onl.„ 
calmed his nerves and came 
up clutch in the morning chili, 
becoming the first PGA lour 
rookie in 20 years to go wire- 
to-wire for his first victory. The 


final day of a long year on the 
PGA 'Tour brought a most un¬ 
likely finish. 

Hughes had a chance to end 
it Sunday until his 10-foot birdie 
putt in the dark on the 18th 
hole tinned away. The next mor¬ 
ning, he was the only player 
who was never on the green 
at the par-3 17th until his ball 
was in the cup. 

Blayne Barber, Henrik Nor- 
lander and Camiio Villegas 
narrowly missed thei r par putts 
to extend the playoff. 

Hughes was 
watching from off 
the green, and the 
prospect of win¬ 
ning became more 
real with each putt 
that missed — first 
Barber, then Cor¬ 
iander. And when 
Villegas missed his 
seven-footer, Hughes dropped 
his putter, turned his back on 
the green and knocked off his 
cap as he rubbed his head in 
disbelief. 

“IfJ didn't make, 1 thought I 
was probably out," Hughes said, 
"before 1 hit it, the thought was. 
Just make them think about it.' 
Pul this putt in first, and if you 


can be the first guy in. put the 
pressure back on them. And 
that's what happened." 

The victory sends the 25-year- 
old to the Masters. One of his 
most vivid golf memories as a 
kid was watching Mike Weir 
win the green jacket in 2003. 


" He was texting me last night 
a little bit," Hughes said. “It's 
pretty cool to have a guy like 
that to lean on for advice." 

The last rookie to go wire-io- 
wire for his first win was Tim 
Henon at the 1996 Honda Clas¬ 
sic. Hughes started this iveek 


with a 61, and he led after every 
round until he was posing with 
tournament host Davis Love 111 
with the trophy. 

Hughes, who closed with a 69 
and finished at 17-under 265, 
rapped a memorable fall season.
